"Christ-' is at the 
heat,

church." was the taxt taknn by th-s 
Rev. Cbarles B. Ewing in opening his 


I pastorate at the First Cong regatTonnl 
church Sunday 
morning 
before 
a 
large congregation, which was held 
in close attention bv the massage of 
tlie new -minister. Rev, Ewlng is a 
most able speaker, sincere ana schol- 
arly; expounding his text with the 
purpose of applying 
it to 
modern 
conditions. He said in part: 
"In the passages you will find Apos- 
tle Paul declaring that women should 
be subject of their husband, who In 
turn should devote their entire love 
to their wives. Many people place 
detracting arguments on the remarks 
mafle by disciples in the first century 
.and applying them without change 
to the customs of the social world of 
the twentieth century. 
The inclina- 
tions of the former 
period to their 
minds would be transferred 
to 
the 
present age. But the truth Is that we 
should work out the teachings of the 
Bible with a version of the present 
.and not of the earlier age. 
"The statement that Christ is . . 
the Irtad of the church IB a beautiful 
statement, alluring to the 
imagina- 
tion. It means that we are to have 
no other head to the Christian church. 
He who serves any other head is un- 
loyal to the Christian religion. 
We 
have in this country 
hundreds 
of 
sects, where some one man has set 
himself above his fellowmen, making 
himself supreme 
of that 
sect 
and 
church with his petty versions of re- 
ligion. Then we have an hereditary 
ruler by ecclesiastical laws, customs 
and rules. This system has persist- 
| efl for many years by having an au- 


• fhority who controls over the organ- 


I ined church. Then we have men and 
women who are elected to church of- 
fices over the congregation, feeling 
and believing their superiority over 
others, and impressed with the per- 
sona! opinion that 
they are at the 
bend 
of the 
church. We 
may be 
guided, but we cannot be subjects. 
"We are all servants of the Lord, 
pastors, church officers and congrega- 
tion, subject to Christ alone. As tb.9 
Lord ' directs we shall be ruled. In 
the Protestant 
churches 
differences 
have caused a split and the dividing 
into 
the 
separate 
churches. Still 


there is a unity that holds them to- 
gether and that unity is Christ at Lhe 
head of the church. With 
all 
me 
discords and beliefs and even petty 
jealousy, in some instances, they are 
all in allegiance 
to 
Christ. These 
superficial differences are only tem- 
porary. The denominations will pass 
but Christ as the head of the church 
will stand. 
"Tlie very differences in the Pro- 
testant churches is beneficial. Many 
believe that the churches should be 
organized, and they are either 'un'der' 
or over-organized. One man believes 
in 
the 
emotional appeal which is 
provided in some denominations. An- 
other favors more use of the sacre- 
me'nts and the ecclesiastical rules of 
tho early churches. But they are all 
serving . the 
Lord, 
with 
different 
methods of inducting Christ's truth. 
"This lack of unity 3vi!l .be harmon- 


ized when all realize that all are one 
in 
Christ. 
We should be loyal to 
ether churches and 
in making dif- 
ferences subordinate to unity and to 
the 
truth 
that 
Christ loves 
the 
church as he does his own body. Tho 
life and death of Christ was not for 
you, 
and-you alone, but for all of us. 
He lifted 
a little body of disciples 


who were the foundation of the pres- 
ent day church. We must apply our 
efforts to cleaning the 
church and 
its individuals, to make them suita- 
able to be associated with the Lord. 
"The church has its standard set. 
It is our work to search 
for them 
and then put them into use. We are 
not to be disturbed by new and rad- 
ical interpretations by revivalists, for 
we must obey and follow the estab- 
lished 
standard. 
The 
things 
of 
Christ's time are being done over 
again these days of the 20th cen- 
tury. 
"Keep clean and work up the ethi- 
cal standards of Christ and 
always 
remember he is the 
one and only 
head to the 
Christian church, of 
whom we all are subjects."

GOES INTO EFFECT 


TODAY IN NATION 


Uncle Sam's New Cure Vor "Dope 


Fiends" Provide for Imprison- 


ment and Flne'to Break- 


ers. 
Uncle Sam's new cure for "dope 
fiends," the Harrison Drug Law, be- 
came effective at midnight last night. 
The 
legislative 
prescription pro- 
vides imprisonment or a flnci, or both, 
for any person who 'Sells,-or gives 
a\vay habit-forming drugs without the 


I instructions of. a physician. 
Every physician, surgeon, dentist, 
druKgi8t,or veterinary who dispenses, 
imports 
or 
produces "opium, coca 
leaves, calls, the deriviates, or pre- 


: parations such as morphine, cocaine 
I ~,t heroin" come under government su- 
Jpervision. 
-it. 
Believe "Fiends" Registered. 
The revenue service stuff has been 
increased to provide 
for 
enforcing 


the law and agents will start out this 
week to check up all who have failed 
Io register. 
In the mass of .registra- 
tions to be filed recently the agents 
expect to flnd many who are users of 
the drugs and who registered in hopes 
of providing for their future supply 
of opiates. 
Within the 
next two weeks the 
apents also will begin checking up the 


I supplies of. habit-forming drugs in the 
I possession of. druggists 
and 
physi- 


cians. Under the law dispensers must 
prepare 
a 
sworn statement before 
March 5, giving a complete record of 
nil opiates in their possession. 
There 
is only one exception—records need 
not be kept hy physicians of prepara- 
tions containing less than one-fourth 
of a grain of morphine or one grain of 
codoine. 
f 
Must Record All Sales.. 
.jdThe ' rush of registrations coming 
ffifonultaneously with the filing of in- 
jiyme tax schedules and the sale of 
ifnficiency tax stamps at the revenue 
^ ,iice, has caused such a rush of busi- 
ness that it is doubjtful if many of the 
drug dispensers will receive the re- 
quired blanks for recording sales on 
time, and they will have to keep the 
records in some other way. 
This 
year 
the 
registration 
tax 
amounts to only 24 cents, although 
the annual fee provided by the law is 
$1. The present 
registration, how- 


ever, extends only to July 1, after 
v'aich those who register will be re- 
quired to pay $1 for the succeeding 
fist-til year. 
While not absolutely prohibiting the 


pale of opiates, and seemingly provid- 
ing only a tax, the new law in reality 
makes the risk 
of illegal sales so 
great as to constitute a barrier to 
"dope fiends." 
May Cause Many Deaths. 
Physicians 
have 
estimated 
that 
there are approximately 2,000,000 per- 
sons addicted to the use of the drugs 
in the United States. They believe 
that th enforcement of the new law 
may cause many deaths to those who 
suddenly flnd their source of supply 
shut off. But all agree that in the 
long run the government will stamp 
out "the drug habit. 
No one knows the exact number of 
victims of the drug habit. It extends 
into all brandies of society. A'Chi- 
nefp arrested two months; ago in Chi- 
cago after revenue agents had found 
hundrds of small tin receptacles in 
his home, explained that he collected 
laundry dally, and many of his cus- 
tomers purchased opium of him. 
The enactment of the law was the 
result of a conference ol nations, at 
ivhich all agreed to co-operate in stop- 
Ting the use of opium. China, after 
many unsuccessful efforts, finally pre- 
scribed the death penalty for those 
who persisted in the use of the drug. 
The United States law provides fines 
of not more than $2,000 or imprison- 
ment for not more than five years, or 
both, for those who violate it. 
Chief Champion, after reading the 
law and interviewing several drug- 
gists, declared that it was a good 
measure to remedy the drtig habit in 
.'anesville. Because 
of the 
drastic 
ruling Champion stated that it was 
up to the druggists to safeguard their 
stock of narcotics as an epidemic of 
drug robberies is expected. Orders 
have been issued to patrolmen to 
\vatoh for "floaters" who have the ap- 
pearance of being fiends and to take 
them into custody. The .intention of 
the department is to "vag" those 
lound and several youths, who are 
known to be users of cocaine and her- 
ionr. will be closely watched.

W. J. Dougan, one of- Wisconsin's 
many successful farmers, in a. lecture 
to students in Farm 
Management, 
recently stated: "Whether a farm is 
on the winning or losing side depends 
upon its management. The manager 
nxes the ideal for the farm. He can 
bend everything 
to 
getting an in- 
come, sacrificing men and integrity 
to money. Any farm manager must 
bring results and make money, but 
one who does this at the cost of all 
the pleasures of life is a failure" 
A 
successful 
farm 
day," 
Mr. 
Dougan continued, "Is one that runs 
strong and.smooth. 
That is, a day 
that 
has 
accomplished something, 
has added to the Income; yet a day 
that has. left -spirit in the men. and 
teams, and has 
given the manager 
time to plan ahead of his work." 
Every man in Mr. Dougan's employ 
gets a half day oH each week, with 
no reduction 
in wages. One man 
has Monday afternoon and evening; 
another has Tuesday afternoon and 
evening and so on./ ' In addition to 
this, it is always arranged BO that 
some.of the men have Sunday off. 
Inis method of keeping the men re- 
created and contented is a part of 
farm majiagement, says Mr. Dougan, 
and is adaptable to any type of farm- 
ing in the United States. 
Assemblyman 
W. 
Woodard, 
an- 
other speaker from the "experience 
station" lately addressed 
the 
Live 
Stock Club of the 
College of Agri- 
culture. Mr, Woodard told the stu- 
dents of his sheep raising experi- 
ences 
in 
the 
new lands of upper 
Wisconsin. His sheep are 
fed on 
silage, turnips, and cabbage. 
Their 
foods can be grown cheaply, and that 
tney are well adapted to the sheep's 
needs is. attested 
by the fact that 
Mr. Woodard has for four successive 
years won the grand championship 
at the 
South St. Paul Mid-Winter 
Show, with 
sheep fed on these ac- 
culent feeds. 


Wisconsin's farming interests can 
be well taken care of in the present 
legislature. 
Forty-six 
of the law- 
makers are farmers. Of this number 
threa are retired 
farmers, and' five 
are engaged in some other business 
besides farming, leaving thirty-eight 
active farmers. 
• 
That farmers do not mortgage 
their homes to buy automobiles, as 
the spiteful 
sometimes accuse, is 
made plain in l Farm Credit in Wis- 
consin, a new bulletin published by 
the Wisconsin College of Agriculture. 
More than 93 per cent of the money 
borrowed on farm mortgage, 
the 
bulletin, shows, is spent for produc- 
tive purposes, such as the purchase 
of 
land, and 
live stock, and the 
erection of buildings. 
"Wisconsin has the distinction of 
a lower rate on loans to farmers 
than is to be found in any adjoining 
state." 
"The farmers of this state 
use credit to a greater 'relative ex- 
tent than do farmers of other near- 
by states." , These statements 'from 
the bulletin, show the abilky of Wis- 
consin., farmers 
to get what 
they 
want, and to use it. The rates on 
short time loans are. 6^4 per cent, 
and. on mortgages, somewhat less. 
Two counties, one in the southern 
and one in the northern part of the 
state are discussed in detail. In the 
southern county, 98 per cent of the 
money 
borrowed 
on mortgages is 
lent by residents of Wisconsin. 
In 
the northern county, farmers furnish 
66 per cent of the money borrowed 
on mortgages. In three years the 
farmers have made loans of $400,000 
in one corner of the state. 
Did you know that in Eau Claire 
and Marinette counties there are 
Land Mortgage 
Associations, organ- 
ized to lend money to farmers; that 
there is a Bankers' Mortgage Associ- 
ation dealing in farm mortgages in 
this state; that in 1913 a law was 
passed 
providing 
that state and 
counties 
can 
lend school funds to 
farmers for the purpose of erecting 
buildings and clearing land; 
that 
under the Ashland Dairy Plan fann- 
ers can buy cows and make them 
pay for themselves with their own 
milk; and that farmers who use store 
credit 
oftentimes pay as high as 15 
per cent interest? 
In view of 
the increasing crops 
and the sometimes depressed prices 
o£ potatoes in the state, Wisconsin 
"spud'' growers some day may inter- 
est themselves in Germany's method 
of converting potatoes into alcohol, 
as a balance wheel 
t& prices. In- 
vestigation by the United States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
shows 
16,000 agricultural potato distilleries 
I operating in Germany. These distll- 
i leries 
provide 
a 
market for Ger- 
many's enormous crop, where yields 
in some instances of more than 535 
bushels per acre have been harvest- 
ed. 
The mash, or pulp is returned 
to the farmers, who use It for fasd. 
returning the manure to the soil.

among the ruins when Wright care- 
lessly kicked loose a small bone from 
tne rubbish. 
Examination 
allowed 
the bone to be from a human 
foot 
and when a pile of charred timbers 
and straw was removed, the Iread and 
unk of a .man was uncovered. 
The 
barn 
was 
uurned 
to 
the 
louna oa the 
morning of January 
th, the fire being discovered about 
one o clock a. m. 
Since that time, 
si* weeks, the 
body has 
laid 
be^ 
neath the layer of debris and was pre- 
served partly by freezing. 
The legs 
°r tne corpse found were burned off, 
tn« teft arm being off at the. wrist 
?v?a ,v 
right m«raber burned above 
the elbow. From the diaphragm the 
remains are In a fair state of preser- 
vation, and the face - only partially 
burned. There Is very Uttle hope of 
identifying the man through his fea- 
tures, however, as they are blacken- 
ed and deformed. 
K Ttis ^fn was.apparently of medium 
build and had a heavy growth of red- 
dish hair on the back of his 
head, 
and wore a mustache. His clothes 
were of good quality and were pur- 
chased only a few days before 
his 
death, for the creases are noticeable. 
He wore a heavy black overcoat, a 
pair of Janesvllle 
overalls, a good 
quality blue serge suit, sweater, vest, 
shirt and underwear, in the form of a 
union suit, which was very clean. In 
his pockets he had an 
Ingersoll 
watch, which was stopped 
at 2:30 
o clock, about the time the barn fell 
to the ground. On the inside of his 
coat he wore a 'small black cross, 
giving evidence that he was a Catho- 
lic in religion. He had two pairs of 
mittens, a pair of husking knives, 
corncob pipe, plug and smoking to- 
bacco, knife and a folding rule. In 
his overcoat pocket a five cent pack- 
age of matches were found, half filled 
with matches which were unburaed. 
No money "was found. Near 
the 
body cracked pieces -of a whiskey 
llask were 
unearthed. 
The burned 
remains of a plush cap, of a Belmoni 
make, is indicative to some 
extent 
that'he'purchased" his clothes at the 
Golden Eagle store, who deal in this 
brand o.t iicadwear. In the tape-hole 
o£ his coal there was a round button. 
but the figures could not be traced 
out. 


The. fo'lding 
rule 
and 
.husking 
knives aro taken by. the authorities 
as being a certain sign that he was 
B laboring man and not a vagrant. 
The newness of the clothes also sup- 
ports this theory. Many people look- 
ed at the corpse Sunday afternoon 
and today and several suggested the 
names of farm hands, who are being 
looked up by Sheriff Chamberlain and 
the police today. No cases 
have 
been reported to the 
police" depart- 
ment during the last few weeks, of 
missiug Deople, but if the man was 
a farm hand, his employer did not 
make public his failure to return for 
work. 


The theorv advanced by those who 
have investigated, is that 
th» man, 
while intoxicated, went to the Wright 
barn, for the purpose of spending the 
night. In opening the door he either 
lighted a. match to see his way, or 
dropped a lighted cigar among the 
straw that furnished the bedding for 
the two horses that were stabled near 
the entrance. His bodv 
was 
found 
twenty-six feet from -the site of the 
doorway and this was about where- 
lieacling straw was piled in a stall, 
which would furnish sleeping quar- 
ters. It Is believed the man was in- 
toxicated for he 
would 
have 
been 
awakened by the flames and could 
nossibly- have escaoed if sober. The 
fire started near the front door and 
rapidly spread toward the rear of the 
barn and it is urobable the man was 
caught in the fire trap before he was 
awakened.

r The remains are being cared for 
at 'the Ryan morgue and the authori- 
jties are in hopes someone may identi- 
fy the man before the 
day is over. 
The decomposed state of the body will 
necessitate early burial and services 
will be held Tuesday or tonight. 
This morning Chief of Police Cham- 
pion and Sheriff Del Chamberlain took 
up what clews they had as to who the 
unfortunate man was and secured evi- 
dence that it may be Austin Arner of 
Delavan. 
Patrick Arner 
of

street, a brother, viewed the remains 
this morning but could not positively 
state if it was his brother. A sister 
is expected In this city at five o'clock 
from Delavan, who will know 
the 
clothes worn by Arner when last seen. 
Arner had been, working on farms 
ne'ar Janesvllle during the

time and was known to be in Janes- 
vllle about the week of the fire. He 
Is about the same build of the man 
ftrjnd at the Wright place and had a 
reddish hair. 
According to Patrick 
Arner. MB brother, Austin, wore

Catholic crucifix on the inside" of his 
vest on the left side, fastened with a 
safety pin, similar to the one removed 
yesterday by the 
chief. "Janesvllle 
rlatives of Austin Arner were of the 
impression tha the had an upper front 
tooth missing and this is not true of 
the man now at the morgue. 


Arner Is well known to the police 
and Las resided In Janesville at Jr- 
regular intervals during the last five 
years. His aged father and mother re- 
side in Dleavan. 
On June 30th he 
was placed under the 
commitment 
law by Municipal Judge H. L. Max- 
field for a period of six months. On 
several occasions he was token Into 
custody by the police for sleeping in 
out-of-the-way places but was seldom 


One Janssville man named Inman 
declares, that he saw Austin Arner 
only a week ago. and if his statement 
is true, the authorities' efforts have 
so'far been'In vain. 
Arner has a 
brother named Charles, who is also a 
farm laborer, who is being, looked for 
this afternoon.

WAR FIELD FAHiLIAR 


TO ROCK COUNTY MAN 


William Sarow of Town of Center, 


Veteran of '70, Saw Service 


Near Verdun and Chalons. 


William Sarow of the town of Cen- 


ter, a veteran of the Franco-Prussian 
war of 1870, reads 'the war news of 
today with more than passing inter- 
est because he recalls very vividly 
his term of service in the German 
army in its campaigns about Verdun 
and Chalons, which again figure prom- 
inently as the scene of. bloody battles 
between French and Germans. 
Mr 
Sarow was a visitor at the Gazette 
office on Saturday and voiced his sin- 
cree desire for an early peace at the 
same time referring to his own ex- 
periences in the German army. 


Mr. Sarow was a member "of regi- 
meat No. S of the Brandenburg In- 
fantry No. 64, of the occupation army 
which occupied the French territory 
after the war of 1870. 
Mr. Sarow's 
regiment was stationed in the region 
which is again being drenched in 
blood. 
He, remembers the country 


well and spoke of the' large vineyards 
and of one wine cellar so large that 
railroad cars were run directly into it 
for loading. Fred Sarow, a brother 
whose home is at Silver Creek, Neb 
was visiting in Berlin when war was 
declared 
and experienced consider- 
able difficulty in getting homo. 
He 


finally reached Rotterdam where he 
WES delayed for twelve days before 
he could get a ship for America. 


Mr. Sarow has many relatives who 
are now seeing service with the Ger- 
man army. He believes it quite proba- 
ble that some 
of them have given 
their lives.

In explaining the hill Assemblyman 
Hart said today thatfflany of the hos- 
pitals are not taxed because they are 
said to be charitable institutions. He 
illustiated this by saying that in the 
city of Oshkosh there are- two hos- 
pitals but a few blocks apart. 
One 
he said was a private hospital and the 
other was not. One paid heavy taxes, 
he declared, and the other paid none. • 


Another bill by Assemblyman Hart,! 
which will be sent to a committee of 
the. legislature tonight for considera- 
tion, provides that

amount of 
church land exempt from taxation be 
reduced from ten acres to one acre 
He said that.his bill would discourage 
the churches in being the holders of 
large tracts of .property.

,It,was in the late seventies that 


Janesville experienced 1st palmy days 
of- baseball., The eyes of the nation 
were ;turned on. the Bower .City and 
its invincible Mutuias whose services 
as a club were in demand throughout 
the oaseball world of that time. 
It 
was in 1877 that the Mutuals reached 
their height of fame in basebaildom 
and decisively defeated the Chicagos, 
winners of the National league pen- 
nant in that year. 
The rout was so 


terrific and the class of ball displayed 
of so high a class that Jauseville was 
credited with easily carrying off the 
premier national honors of the sea- 
son. 


Of the players who composed the 
Mutual team of that day there are but 
a few left. Locally there is but one, 
and his reminiscences of the old days 
when baseball was in flower, renewed 
again by the fever prevalent from the 
present agitation for the national pas- 
time, form an interesting story of the 
periol long gone by in the Infancy of 
the history of the 
world's greatest 
sport. 


Baseball grew in popularity from 
the start in Janesville. The grounds 
used are now a rich residential sec- 
tion Just east of the Milwaukee ave- 
nue entrance to the fair grounds, on 
one corner of which stands the barn 


was no longer an essential to exist- 
ence' or livfiig.' He lives in the east. 
The late William D. Cantillou played 
with the Mutuals, although at a later 
date. Cantillon then went to Omaha 
and was a member of this nine that 
is heralded as the brlnger of baseball 
to California.

Sunday baseball was tabooed t 
at that time and as a result, although I 
the team was drawing record-breaking | 
crowds on each appearance, the long 
trips by rail ate up any cash surplus 
There' was not a town or village in a 
radius of a hundred and fifty miles 
that the Mutuals did not meet In a 
series of .games and in some cases the 
team played as many as fifteen games 
with their opponents throughout the 
season, each time

strengthening their line-tip with let- 
ter players in the hopes of taking a 
victory. 
Minneapolis and

In baseball as It.was played in the 
seventies there was a highly radical 
difference than in the game as played 
today. There were none of the' gloves 
and mitts used, bare hands stopping 
balls propelled with the speed of a 
German forty-two centimeter shell. A 
great deal depended on the catcher. 
High scores generally were the result 
of a'poor backstop who could not hold 
the delivery 
of his battery mate. 


Bushong of the Mutuals, who later 
was with hte St. Louis A. A. dur- 
ing the time that Comiskey played 
first base, was 
the final word in 
catchers In his day. 
Ordinarily at 
that time the man'behind the bat was 
of giant stature, regardless of. fear 
from bat-tipped balls, and he general- 
ly displayed hands with bones cracked 
and broken and fingers disjointed. 
Buahong was of a slight build. On 
every hand he was regarded as the 
most efficient catcher In baseball of 
the .time. Fewer errors were credit- 
ed to Bushong than any other mem- 
ber of the Mutual team. ' Few base 
runners 
ever reached second with 
"Bush" behind the bat. His hands 
were .unmarre'd and aa soft and dainty 
as a lady's. -"Bushong, after leaving 
Janpsville. played for a number of 
seasons with St. Louis when they cap-
